All the arrangements made by the London 
Chamber of Commerce have been admirable, 
and the resources of English hospitality have 
been fairly exhausted in ministering to the 
pleasure and flattering the vanity of this 
group of American millionaires.

_treme point of idolatrous reverence for the 
‘money power when it exaggerates the finan- 
cial resources of the American visitors and 
demonstrates the facility with which they 
can pay off the national debts of both coun- 
tries and buy up everything in the United 
Kingdom with some assistance from the 
Rothschilds. 
The mischief caused by these freaks of 
cheap journalism is fully repaired by the dig- 
nity and common sense displayed by hosts 
and guests in their public utterances respect- 
ing the friendly competition of the two na- 
tions in the markets of the world.

A good many 
of the evils of red tape are unwound and 
official procedure is simplified by the reduc- 


respondence, the création of a system of 
“supervision dy personal inspection, 
various measures ef decentralization. 

The committee is a strong one and its sug- 
gestions are salutary. The War office is a ma- 
chine with. too. many cogs and wheels, and 
labor saving devices are needed. 

‘Reforms of this kind are useful, but the 
service cannot be reorganized by experiments 
for dispensing with red tape. What the 
British army needs is a larger degree of 
flexibility in its system of training and tac- 
tics, with better heads on the officers’ shoul- 
ders. 

The reforms proposed by Brodrick's com- 
mittee, like the artillery first sent out to 
south Africa, have short range. A rear- 
rangement of the spools of red tape is not 
the shaking up which the War office has 
required. 

Working for Canada.’ 

Sydney Fisher, Canadian Minister of Ag- 
riculture, is directing attention to the fine 
exhibits of food and forestry products of the 
Dominion at Glasgow and to its experimental 
farms conducted at Ottawa and elsewhere. 
He asserts that the Canadian farmers are 
more flexible in methods and more inclined 
to profit by new ideas than the English .

To those who use large amounts the rates 
have varied, running down as low as 10 cents 
a hundred for places where three and four 
wagonloads are used daily. Hereafter the 
big buyer will pay from 12 to 14 cents, while 
the householder, who is content with fifty 
pounds a day, will find four cents more in the 
bill for each fifty pounds. 

Small restaurants and saloons, purchasers 
of ice in lots of from 500 to 4,000 pounds, are 
hit ‘the hardest blow by the advance. Be- 
fore yesterday they paid 15 cents a hundred;

Strikes When Going at Fell Speed 
and One-third of the ¥ensel’s Length 


Is Telescoped Against t cig — 
. Sailors Fight for the Boats, but Are 
Brought to Reason by Sers 


spend Hours in Tiny Boats Until 
Comes at Daylight. 


St. Johns, N. F., June 6.—[Special.]—Going 
at full speed at ‘midnight through a — 
fog which enveloped the whole coast, the big 
Leyland line steamship Assyrian plunged on 
to the rocks at Cape Race and hurled one- 
third of its length upon the ledge.as it tele- 
oped ite stem 2 the frowning: cliffs. 
e vessel tore out its underbody and the 
fore and second holds showed fourteen feet 
of water within a few minutes, The crew 
escaped to the rocks after hours in the boats. 
It is feared the vesse) will prove a total loss. 
The shock when the vessel struck the rocks 
dislocated the engines, wrecked the machin- 
ery, forced the artificers from the stoke holds, 
and threw all the men in the berths into a 
heap on the forecastle floor. The sailors were 
all Dutchmen. They rushed for the deck in 
a panic, cut the lifeboats clear, and resisted 
all the efforts of the English officers to calm 
them and restore discipline. 


Officers Quell the Panic. 

Only by threats did the officers: restore 
peace and prevent a hurried lowering of the 
boats and a probable tragedy * the boiling 
surf. 

Huge seas swept the rocks and covered the 
decks and made too perilous an attempt to 
scale the cliffs and seek aid. 

The men were afraid for a time that the 
ship had rammed the cliffs and would pres- 
ently back off and sink in deep water, car- 
rying them down, but after a while it was 
seen that the veésel was held firmly by the 
rocks which had pierced its bottom, and 
that it was in no danger of collapse. 

The life boats were then launched, pro- 
visioned and manned. One boat was dis- 
patched to find a fishing hamiet. The others 
lay by the wreck until daylight. In the 
early morning the sea rose and the gale in- 
creased. 


Crew Spends Night on 3 

The boats were unable to make to seaward 
and narrowly escaped swamping. The crew 
had to leave them, take to the rocks, and- 
climb partly up the cliffs, where they re- 
mained until rescued by the coast folk after 
daybreak. The ship was boarded at noon. 
The Captain was hopeful of getting it off 
and wired for assistance. 

The wrecking steamships Algerine and 
Virginia sailed from here at noon with all 
appliances to assist in towing the Assyrian 
off, but shipmen here are doubtful it this 
is feasible owing to its condition and the 
difficulty of moving it with no pontoons 
available. 

The Assyrian was bound from Antwerp to 
Montreal. It was ten days out and had 2,000 
tons of cargo. Itis almost a new ship. The 
Captain thought himself forty miles south 
of Cape Race, but owing to the fog had not 
been able to obtain sights to were ont his 
reckoning fo! for three days.

LULU -PRINCE-KENNEDY 
OF HER DEED. 


Weman Who Shot Her Hashend in 
sas City Calm During Narrative of 
Attorney for Defendant out- 
lines His Plan of Procedure—Under- 
takes to Justify the Killing—State 
Presents Important unn, for 
Presqantion. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 6.—Lulu . 


Kennedy listened today to half a dozen wit- 
nesses recite the details of her killing of her 
husband, Philip H. Kennedy, hardly moving 
a muscle, or showing a particle of emotion. 
Later, without apparent cause, she bowed 
her, head and cried,-but only for a few: mo- 
ments. In stating its side ot the case At- 


. torney Nearing for the defense said that they 


would show that Kennedy had ruined Lulu 
Prince, that he refused to live with her, and 
that, insane from worry and remorse, she 
committed the act of murder. 

The final act of Kennedy of bringing suit 
to have their marriage set aside was the 
motive, and the only motive, he said, that 
prompted the act of murder. They would 
show positively that the woman's father 
and brothers had absolutely no part in the 
murder, knowing of the woman's act only 
after it had been committed. The oe of 
testimony was begun at noon. 

The State’s first witnesses were : 
Bullene, reporter, and Captain Wade Mun- 
ford, assistant city: editor of a local paper, 
who told of Mrs. Kennedy and her brother, 
Will Prince, coming to the office of that 
paper and requesting the publication of a 
certain story regarding her marriage to 
Kennedy. Both admitted that the marriage 
had been forced upon tile dead man, Will 
Prince going so far as to say that Kennedy 
had been given the alternative of marrying 
or being killed. He had requested this fact 
not be . “as it would annul the 
marriage.“ 

Roland Butler, a stenographer in Ken- 
nedy’s Office, told of the prisoner's father 
and brother Will demanding that he pay 
her board bill and, when he refused, :threat- 
ening him and chasing him from his office,

Then he described minutely the scene at 
the office on the day of the murder, when 
Mrs. Kennedy appeared and, after receiving 
his refusal to live with her, shot bim five 
times.

all the while. Butler said Will Prince struck 
Kennedy's brother down as the latter tried 
‘to disarm the woman. 

Several witnesses examined corroborated 
the scene at Kennedy’s office at the time of 
the killing, each testifying to the faet that 
Mrs. Kennedy appeared perfectly cool ag she 
fred at her husband. 

Ihe told one man who was her 
brother: Let him go. I did the ng,” 
and then when a policeman arrived and was 
holding her hand she exclaimed, according 
to a witness: ‘“* Let go my hands, I want to 
fix'my hair,“ which she did in a matter of 


fact way. 


Another witness said that the defendant's 
two brothers and her father were in different 
‘parts of the building at the time.

Nates of Twelve Persons Selected to 
Be Announced at Decennial Celebra-

Honorary degrees will be awarded to 
twelve men eminent in scholarship and 
diplomacy at the @ecenhial convocation of 
‘the University of Chicago on June 18. In 
the ten years of its history the university 
has given only one honorary degree—an 
LL. D., to President McKinley, in 1899. On 
the tenth birthday anniversary the author- 
ities will depart. from their usual rule and 
award honors to distinguished men of Amer- 
ica, France, Russia, Scotland, and Germany. 
The selection of the list is in the hands of 
the university senate, and the greatest se- 
erecy has been matntained. President Har- 
per: refused to say anything about the de- 
grees and the professors were equally reti- 
cent. It was. learned, however, that the 
French Ambassador, M. Jules Cambon, is 
among those chosen for the degree of LL. D. 
Professor Maxime Kovalevsky of the Uni- 
yersity of St. Petersburg is slated for the 
same ‘honor, and the Rev. Marcus Dods of 
Free Church College, Scotland, will be made 
a doctor of divinity.

Ninety Companies, in Control of 129 
Separate Bituminous Mines in State, 
Said to Have Been Definitely Fermed. 


Washington, Ind., June 6.—[Special.]—The 
consolidation of the bituminous coal com- 
panies of Indiana, numbering about ninety 
ahd operating 129 mines, is now an assured 
fact. The representative of the trust, John 
8.. Byes of Sullivan, closed contracts with 
the Washington operators today, and the 
large mines in this section will become a 
part of the trust’s property. 

The business of the trust will be conducted 
under the name of the Consolidated Coal 
company of Indiana, and the capital stock 
is $10,000,000. It is given out by the pro- 
moters that the purpose of the consolidation 
is in no sense to close out the smaller opera- 
tors, but to better control and manage the 
soft coal interests in the State. All operators

Three Indians, in as hostile a a as any 
that ever went on the warpath, arrived in 
Chicago yesterday morning. At noon they 
left for their Mihcigan homes. No fresh 
scalps dangled from their girdles. | 

The: Indians were the vanguard of the 
Pottawatomie tribe that is to invade Chi- 
sago and seize the disputed land along the 
lake front. The three were a committee that 
was to investigate conditions in Chicago and 


at Hartford. | 

So far as is known the report will largely 
consist of a story of a quarrel with Captain 
Streeter. 

The committee, which was made up of 
Joseph Cushway, Frank Williams, and An- 
drew Rapp, had two specific tasks to per- 
form.

During the latter year he was chairman of the first Bucket Shop 
committee ever appointed by the board. During his thirty-eight years of practically active connec-

Francis H. B. Palmer in “ Our European 
Neighbors ” Series Has Much of In- 
terest to Tell of the People, Their 
Characteristics, and Their Customs 
im the Great Eastern Empire—Ex- 
mains the Puzzle of the “ Russia 
Behind the ven.“

HE latest of Our European Neighbors 
series is Russian Life in Town and 

: Country, by Francis H. E. Palmer. 

Mr. Palmer has had the advantage 
aa of an extended residence in Russia | 
under circumstances which brought him 
‘into intimate relations with peasants, 
ithe land owners, the emancipated serfs, 
‘and the nobility of both country and 
‘etty.. He was for many years secretary 
fo Prince Droutskop-Loubetsky, an equerry 
‘of the Emperor, and at one time managed an 
tate of considerable size. He approaches 
his subject, therefore, well equipped to look 
on both sides of Russian life. 


He explains in his first chapter what has „ 


do often puzzled those who considered Rus- 
sian life without anything but a superficial 
iknowledge—the mystery of the two Rus- 
Was. Of the Russia so often unseen, the 
Russia behind the veil, he says: 

“The modern development of Russia has, 
it is true, grown with wonderful rapidity 
of late years, but it is almost entirely con- 
ned to the towns and the regions easily | 
'mecessible by the railway. New railways 
re constantly being laid down, but Russia 
movers so vast an area that a giance at 
the map will suffice to.show how large a 
proportion of the country must remain for 
many years outside their influence. Less 
than 12 per cent of the nation reside in towns, 
mot 8 per cent near enough to urban centers 
o be influenced by town Hfe, while the re- 
maining 80 per cent, people of every rank 
of life, nobles to peasants, dwell in regions 
that modern life and thought have as yet 
hardly touched to any appreciable extent. 

“Nearly every Russian, whether a more 
or less permanent resident in town or living 
mitogether in the country, is either a land 
owner or has some family interest in land. 
Of the Russian nobles no fewer than 114,716 
are landed proprietors. The latest Russian 
statistics also show that among the classes 
regarded as distinctly urban,“ merchants 
sare proprietors of 26,460,000 acres, and pro- 
fessional men, ‘ citizens,’ etc., possess 5,400,- 
O00 acres. Besides these, nearly all the 
Joer classes are land owners. Most Rus- 
sian workmen, even in the towns, were 
originally peasants, and, in fact, a large 
proportion of them still have peasant hold- 
ings, perhaps in some distant locality, 
“which the law will not permit him to sell 
or to be deprived of; and when work is 
ek he goes back to his Httle farm and 
His family in his native village. The pros- 
perous tradesman and his sleek assistants, 
Who look to the casual observers as though 
they at least must be essentially a product 
modern town life, are almost certainly 
jand owners somewhere in Russia, and 
probably are ‘ peasants,’ too.’ So, too, per- 
haps is even the wealthy and highly edu- 
eated banker, to whom the visitor has re- 
ed a justly valued letter of introduction. 
‘That fact he will assuredly not be told, nor, if 
“nvited to his house, could he find anything 
im the courteous demeanor of his host and 
mie family to lead him to guess it for him- 
seit. Many members of the wealthy finan- 
eial and manufacturing classes in Russia 
ere of not distant peasant origin, and have 
never severed their family connection with 
their native village holding.“

leads those affected therewith to believe that

People such as the Emperor and Empr 
cannot fail to find in Christian Science many 
things of which to approve, and I shall not 
be astonished to hear at an early date of 
their entire conversion to the cult.

Indeed, the Lu- 
theran Synod has taken serious alarm about 
the matter, and the court chaplains have been 
urged by their ecclesiastical superiors to do 
everything in their power to check the spread 
of Christian Sclence among the members of 
the court, and especially among the entour- 
age of theig Majesties.

The London, Paris, and W papers have 
within the fast three weeks been publishing 
an extraordinary advertisement, or, rather, I 
should say, paid reading notice. It is pub- 
lished in accordance with the provisions of 
the will of General Count Alexis Araktcheef, 
a man who died in 1834, and whose name may 
be said to be written in letters of blood on 
the pages of history of Russia. The Count 
was the most faithful and brutal agent of the 
tyranny of Emperor Paul from 1796 to 1801. 
He was the terror of the army by reason of 
the savage punishment with which he visited 
the smallest ense or the most trifling in- 
accuracy. Intrigues succeeded in securing 
his removal from about the person of the 
Czar,.and it was shortly afterward that the 
latter was murdered. 

The passionate sorrow with which Arakt- 
cheef received the news—a sorrow which he 
showed openly by always wearing on his 
breast.a portrait of Paul—had the altogether 
unexpected consequence of procuring for him 
the favor of Emperor Alexander I., in whose 
Interest and with whose connivance his fa- 
ther, Paul, had been murdered And during 
the last ten years of Alexander’s reign the 
Count may be said to have been the incar- 
nation of the ruthless reaction which char- 
acterized that epoch—an epoch that produced 
the so-called holy alliance against the Unit- 
ed States. In fact so great was the terror 
which the Count inspired that, although 
three-quarters of a century have elapsed 
since his death, his name remains today as 
it was in his own time—a synonym for piti- 
less and grinding oppression. | 

The accession of Nicholas I, brought with 
it the downfall of Araktcheef. For although 
we are accustomed to look upon Nicholas as 
the type of the Russian tyrant, yet compared 
to his elder brother, Alexander, during the 
last decade of the latter's reign, he was a 
liberal, indulgent, and easy-going monarch. 
Indeed, the Count was firmly convinced that 
the succession of Nicholas tb the throne 
would be followed by an era of liberalism, and 
accordingly he hastened to put to death in 
the most shocking fashion twenty-five of his 
serfs, whom he suspected of being concerned 
in the poisoning of a woman of the name of 
Anastasia Minkin, to whom he was passion- 


as having inspired many of his cruelties. 
This wholesale execution, or rather massacre, 
hastened the disgrace of the Count. For on 
learning about the matter Emperor Nicholas 
deprived him of all his honors and dignities 
ordered him to travel abroad, and only per- 
mitted him later on to return to Russia, on 
the condition that he would remain on his 
estates and not leave m. ‘There he sur- 
vived for ten years longer, leading a life of 
the most profound piety and seclusion, and 
died with his eyes fixed to the Jast upon the 
portrait of Alexander I., whom he hoped to 
rejoin in heaven. yt | 


Whatever else may be said about the man 


istically Russian compound of cruelty and re- 
gious fanaticism, there was something al- 
most pathetic in his love for Emperor Alex- 
ander, which he may be said to have carried 
beyond the grave. For when his will was 
opened it, was found that a sum of 50,000 ru- 
bles had been set aside under its terms, to ac- 
cumulate at compound interest in the Im- 
perial Bank ‘until 1925. ‘This sum,” to 
quote the words of the will, “ is intended as 
a reward to that writer who 100 years after 
the death of his late Majesty, of blessed mem- 
ory, shall write the best—that is, the fullest, 
most trustworthy, and most eloquent his- 
tory of Alexander I., Czar of all the Russias, 


then existing.“ And to the end that my 
plous and patriotic bequests shall not pass 
into forgetfulness,” the Count ordained in 
his will that its provisions with regard to 
the history should be published in the Lon- 
don, Paris, and Berlin papers every fifteen 


years. i 

Calculated at 4 per cent, the 50,000 rubles | 
will in 1925 amount to considerably over a 
million dollars, which, in accordance with the 
terms of the will, will be awarded to the 
fortunate writer whose history of Emperor 
Alexander is declared by the Imperial Acad 
emy of St. Petersburg to most nearly fulfill 
the requirements of the testator. It will be 
curious to see how the historian win deal 
with the latter, and how he will be able to 
maintain the impartiality of the historian in 
estimating the role of the Count in Afexan-

ceeded by Zuhki Pasha, Minister of Public, 
Instruction, who, hearing that his master 
was in want of money, sent him all the funds 
that he had on hand for the service of the 
schools educational institutions of the 


empire. to this teachers will have to

Moreover, the Sultan’s own son-in-law, 
Jemaleddin Pasha, son of the late Field Mar- 
shal, Ghazi Osman Paeha, the heroic defender 
of Plevna, has beeh obliged to fly to Austria 
for hig life, owing to the Sultan's mind hav- 
ing been poisoned against him. oes 


LARGER WORK FOR DR. THOMA 


Association Incorporated to Establish 
' Branhces of the People’s Church 
in All the Big Cities, 

The People’s Church of America was in- 
corporated in Springfield yesterday, and it 
marks the beginning of active work on the 
part of Dr. H. W. Thomas and associates 
among the members of hie congregation in ex- 
tending the scope of the church throughout 
the country. Already a church has been es- 
tablished in Milwaukee, the work of organiz- 
ing another is in progress at Duluth, and pro- 
liminary work in that direction is being un- 
dertaken at Des Moines, Like the Chicago 
church, they will be undenominational and 
will stand for:religious independence and the 
liberty of the pulpit. 

Mrs. Thomas said yestérday the suggestion 
was not a new one, as Dr. Thomas had been 
working in this direction for many years. 
The determination to move definitely in the 
matter had come, she said, in response to a 
widespread and growing demand from peo- 
ple in all parts of the country who were turn- 
ing more and more to liberal ideas in religion. 

Percival Hunter, whose name is among the 
incorporators, is secretary and treasurer. of 
the People's Church of Chicago. He said it 
was the ambition of Dr. Thomas to found 
churches similar to the People’s in all the 
large cities of the country, and that the n- 
corporation of the new church was only a step 
in that direction.

A scholarship in physiology for women 
was endowed in the University of Chicago 
by the will of Dr. Marie J. Mergler, filed for 
probate.

The testator 
also set aside $3,000 for the Woman’s Hospi- 
tal of Chicago, unconditionally; out of an 
estate of $40,000 in personal property left 
by her. Theodore Schintz was made trustee 
under the will and givem the care of $10,000, 
set aside for the use of the testator’s mother, 
Mrs. Henriette Mergier. Dr. Anna White 
Sage is made the beneficiary of the stock 
held by Dr. Mergler in the New Milwaukee 
Sanitarium association, and of a part of 
the stock held by the testator in the Post-
